The death of John M. Siddall will be felt as a dis- 


tinct national loss to literally millions of people who 
have grown to know him in his editorial work in the 
American Magazine, and is a loss more keenly felt in Lo- 
rain County and in Oberlin, the home of his boyhood and 
his developing years. 


Mr. Siddall was a quiet, brilliant, steady hardwork- 


er and plodder. His pathway was marked by distinct 
achievements in literary and editorial lines. His marked 
and even marvelous success with the American Maga- 
zine placed upon him a constantly increasing burden of 
responsibility and a desire for emulation. 
Each new 


number must excell its predecessor. 
Each year must 


show a larger circle of friends and readers. There is no 
similar publication in the field with which he could 
measure his monthly success or with which in any de- 
gree he could compete. It was a competition 'with 
himself and that is the most difficult kind of all. 


-Che American Magazine, which really is the cre- 


ation of John M. Siddall's brain and energy for its circu- 
lation, was small when he became its editor, finally has 
reached a field which it not only dominates but in 
which it really stands alone. His mission seemed to 
have been to inspire young men and women to greater; 
achievement. He portrayed the possibilities of doing 
by telling of what others had done, how they had done 
it, their method and their trials. And the suggestions 
which under the caption of "Sid Says" we always felt 
to he the crowing part in the magazine. 


We can hardly realize that John nas gone. He 


was a young man—only forty-nine. What a wonder- 
ful work he has done in the short span of his life. He 
was an honor to his Alma Mater—Oberlin. He was a 
credit to this community, to himself and to the nation.

The election of Magnus Johnson as United States 


Senator for Minnesota with all of his radical views, 
calls onr attention again to what is bound to result when 
4he powers that are in control not only refuse to enact 
moderate remedial legislation, but prevent its enact- 
ment because they have the power to do so.

the election of Shipstead a year ago and until they saw 
the state being swept by the Farmer-Labor Partv they 
would hardly grant that the farmer had any ills." 


This same general condition prevails in other states 


and quite markedly in Ohio. Every bill looking toward 
social justice was turned down with an iron hand in the 
Ohio Senate, and Assembly as well, this past year. 
Those of us who believe in making progress by fighting 
Jor specific remedies to correct flagrant ills and do not 
believe in instituting entirely new economic and in- 
dustrial laws, have been fighting and are fighting for 
this remedial legislation. But we are meeting this 
strong organized opposition to any improvement. 


How long will this continue? How long will the 


people continue to be patient? We don't know. But 
we know what is happening in the northwest. Finally 
patience ceases. So a more serious aggravated situa- 
tion arises like the falling in the price of wheat, and al- 
most a political revolution is precipitated. It would 
be infinitely better for all concerned to meet the diffi- 
culties like men and apply sane and fair remedies even 
if we do have to make some concessions.
